Kellogg Grant 


Professor Nicholas Sarris, 
Chairman of the Business Ad- 
ministration Department, has 
been awarded a Kellogg Fel- 
lowship Grant at Stanford 
University. 

This award enables a can- 
didate to pursue a program for 
Junior College and Commun- 
ity College Administration, 
leading either to a Ed. D. or 
a Ph. D. in the School of Ed- 
ucation. 

The concentration is in 
Junior College Administration 
but covers the entire spectrum 
of Educational Administra- 
tion. 

Professor Sarris received his 
B. S. from the University of 
New Hampshire, and M. A. 
and a certificate of advanced 
graduate study from Fairfield 
University, Connecticut. 

Also, he recently completed 
advanced graduate study with 
the National Science Founda- 
tion in math, statistics, coun- 
seling and guidance with the 
College of William and Mary 
in Virginia. 

Professor Sarris is advisor 
to the American Accounting 
Association, Executive Secre- 
tary of the Joint Council for 
the Advancement of Economic 
Education, Chairman of the 
Yearbook Committee, and has 
been selected for the Develop- 
mental Committee for the new 
college site. 

In 1963 Professor Sarris re- 
ceived an educational award

Law Norms 


The United States Depart- 
ment of Defense and the Uni- 
ted States Armed Forces selec- 
ted N.E.C.C. as a test develop- 
ment center for establishing 
the Business Law Norms. 

This project will be admin- 
istrated by Dr. Daniel L. Stuf- 
flebean, Director of Bureau of 
Educational Research and serv- 
ive of Ohio State University, 
and Professor Nicholas Sarris, 
Chairman of the Business Ad- 
ministration Department of 
Northern Essex Community 
College. 

The results of the N.E.C.C. 
students’ exams together with 
those of other collegés through- 
out the country will provide 
the Business Law Norms for 
the Business Law Test. This 
will enable military personnel 
to obtain academic credit. 

N.E.C.C. was selected by 
the Department of Defense and 
Ohio State University on the 
basis of the philosophy of the 
Business Administration pro- 
grams based on the ideals, ac- 
complishments and the instruc- 
tors’ dedication to the interest 
of their students. 

In addition the University 
said our college has complied 
with the need to keep course 
content in line with the latest 
developments in Business and 
Industry by the constant study 
and inspection of courses. .
